Heathen or Gentiles 


In the first verse, notice the term 
heathen. “Why do the heathen 
rage?” The word heathen here is 
many times translated Gentiles, 
and many other times translated 
nations. It has particular reference 
here evidently, to other nations be- 
sides the Jews. Remember that 
“the times of the Gentiles” (Luke 
21:24) began with the fall and cap- 
tivity of Judah, when the kingdom 
and throne of David were tempo- 
rarily destroyed and Nebuchadnez- 
zar, a Gentile king, began a long 
period of supremacy of Gentile rule 
over Jews. From that time to this, 
Jews have never been absolutely 
independent and will not be again 
until the second coming of Christ 
to reign on the earth. .Though the 
Jews are God’s chosen people, they 
are now being punished. After the 
Jews joined in with the Gentiles 
in the cricifixion of Christ, then 
Titus and the Roman army de- 
stroyed Jerusalem in A. D. 70. 
About that, Jesus said, “. .. for 
there shall be great distress in the 
land, and wrath upon this people. 
And they shall fall by the edge of 
the sword, and shall be led away 
captive into all nations: and Jeru-

Saturday is election day. The 
citizens of the State are asked to 
vote on seven amendments to the 
State Constitution. The other ques- 
tions are not of particular impor- 
tance, but the third supposed 
amendment to be voted upon pro- 
poses to legalize whiskey in Texas. 
It means that saloons will open 
again in every place where they 
were closed by state-wide prohibi- 
tion before the present law was 
adopted. It means that in state 
territory previously dry by local 
option, the pro amendment 
will make it impossible to convict 
for selling whiskey since it would 
be required to prove the alcoholic 
content of the liquor sold in every 
particular case. That would mean 
that a chemist’s sworn report would 
be necessary for conviction in ev- 
ery case of liquor sold in dry ter- 
ritory. If the constitution was 
amended, there would be no penal- 
ty provided in case of conviction. 
Literally the proposed amendment 
would mean whiskey sold as openly 
as beer and with the approval of 
the state all over Texas. It would 
mean a straightout return of the 
open szloon, selling whiskey to 
men, women, boys and girls, the 
same as 3.2 beer is now sold. 


Remember that the proposed 
amendment is deliberately written 
to deceive. Actually it means to 
legalize whiskey in Texas and ap- 
prove it by state law. Vote against

The crucifixion of Jesus was no 
accident. Jesus was as a Lamb 
Slain before the foundation of the 
world (Rev. 13:8). Jesus was not 
driven to the cross but he gave 
Himself, just as the Father gave 
His only begotten Son. Though the 
terrible wickedness of mankind is 
revealed in the crucifixion of Jesus, 
we must remember that it was the 
deliberate counsel and plan of God 
and of Christ. For that reason, God 
would laugh and hold in derision 
the kings of the earth who plotted 
against the Saviour, not knowing 
that they were kept exactly within 
the plan of God. 

So about the future, God’s plans 
are so definite and so clearly fore- 
told that He will laugh at the fee- 
ble efforts of wicked rulers of this 
“world. God has given an eternal 


Fame about the future time 


when Jesus is to reign on the 
throne of David at Jerusalem. God 
gave David this promise in II Sam- 
uel 7:10-16. The throne and king- 
dom of David shall be established 
forever. It will be forever at Jeru- 
salem (I Kings 9:3; Micah 4:1- 
10). “The Lord shall reign over 
them in Mount Zion from hence- 
forth even forever” (Micah 4:7). 
“The Lord shall go forth of Zion, 
and the word of the Lord from 
Jerusalem” (Micah 4:2). That 
kingdom will be the reign of 
Christ on David’s throne, and will 
last forever (Isa. 9:7; Luke 1:32, 
33).

the wrath of God on man’s sins. 
That is mentioned in Matthew 24: 
21,22, and the plagues and tor- 
ments of the period are discussed 
in Revelation from chapter 6 to 
chapter 19. 


The Setting up of Christ's 
Kingdom on Earth 


In the second Psalm, verses 
6 to 9 tell clearly of the reign of 
Christ on earth. 

6. Yet have I set my king up- 
on my holy hill of Zion. 

7. I will declare the decree: 
the Lord hath said unto me, thou 
art my Son; this day have I 
begotten thee. 

8. Ask of me, amd I shall give 
thee the heathen for thine inher- 
itance, and the uttermost parts 
of the earth for thy possession. 

9. Thou shalt break them with 
a rod of tron; thou shalt dash 
them in pieces like a potter’s 
vessel. 

Notice that verse 6 speaks of the 
kingdom of Christ as already ac- 
complished. It is so definitely 
planned and so certain to come 
that God speaks of it as already 


accomplished, just as Christ. is. 


called the lamb of God slain before 
the foundation of the world. The 
crucifixion of Christ was a fact in 
the mind and plan of God before it 
was actually accomplished on Cal- 
vary. So the enthronement of 
Christ on Mount Zion at Jerusalem 
is a fact in the mind and plan of 
God. The decree mentioned in 
verse 7 must refer to the decree of 
God, the covenant with His Son 
before the world began. God prom- 
ised His Son He should reign over 
the uttermost parts of the earth. 
The Second Coming and the first 
coming of Christ are so connected 
that the one could not be complete 
without the first. In the Old Testa- 
ment they are often spoken of to- 
gether. The same Christ comes 
first to suffer and then to reign. 
Both were decreed and planned by 
the Father and the Son and the 
Holy Spirit before the world began. 

“My holy hill of zion” certainly 
refers to the mountain or hill on 
which the principal part of Jerusa- 
lem is built. It does not mean 
Heaven. That is made clear by the 
promise of verse 8 that “He shall 
give thee the heathen (nations) for 
thine inheritance, and the utter- 
most parts of the EARTH for thy 
possession.” The reign of Christ 
will be on earth and at Jerusalem. 
In Zechariah 14 the return of 
Christ is clearly told. Verses 1 and 
2 tell about the coming of the kings 
of the earth against Jerusalem, 
verse 3 tells that then the Lord 
shall return from Heaven to fight 
against the nations of the earth, 
and their kings. Verse 4 tells us 
“And his feet shall stand in that 
day upon the Mount of Olives, 
which is before Jerusalem on the 
east.” That certainly is literal Jeru- 
Salem. After the battle, verse 8 
tells us that in that day “living wa- 


‘ters shall go out from Jerusalem”’ 


and verse 9 tells us, “And the Lord 
shall be king over all the earth: in 
that day shall there be one Lord, 
and his name one.” That throne 


11. Serve the Lord with fear, 
and rejoice with trembling. 

12. Kiss the Son, lest he be an- 
gry, and ye perish from the way, 
when his wrath is kindled but a 
little. Blessed are all they that 
put their trust in him.” 

During this time of the church 
age and the times of the Gentiles, 
the rulers of the earth may have 
the blessing of God. God gives the 
kingdoms of the earth to whom He 
will. God gave Nebuchadnezzar the 
first world empire (Dan. 2:37, 38). 
When Nebuchadnezzar grew proud 
and haughty, God gave him the 
heart of a beast and let him go for 
seven times. or years eating grass 
like an ox in the field, “till he knew 
that the most high God ruled in the 
kingdom of men, and that he ap- 
pointeth over it whomsoever he 
will” (Dan. 5:21). Rulers are min- 
isters of God (Rom. 13:1-7). Hence 
kings and judges are invited to “Be 
wise therefore, O ye kings: be in- 
structed, ye judges of the earth. 
Serve the Lord with fear and re- 
joice with trembling.” Rulers 
should love and serve the Lord Jes- 
us Christ, and if they do not, 
Psalms.2:12 tells us that they will 
perish from the way when His 
wrath is kindled but a little. Na- 
tions and governments fall because 
they have incurred the wrath of 
God because of sin. 

For this reason, we may know 
that the American Government 
with its participation in the profit 
brought by booze is certain to suf- 
fer. 


"Blessed Are All They That Put 


Their Trust in Him" 


How rich is this second Psalm! 
While the Psalm has been about 
the Lord Jesus Christ, His cruci- 
fixion, and His coming reign over 
the whole earth, God was not will- 
ing to close it without a promise 
of blessing to everyone everywhere 
who would put their trust in Jesus 
Christ. Dear sinner, wherever you 
are, remember that ruin and trou- 
ble must come to all those that 
turn away from God. Temporarily 
you may be prosperous, but your 
plans will come to naught if you 
do not have the favor of God. But 
one who trusts in Jesus as His 
Saviour, may know that his future 
will be blessed and happy, for God’s 
own word says, “Blessed are all 
they that put their trust in him!” 

Meditate and pray over this mar- 
velous passage of Scripture. Look 
up the references I have given in 
this article. And remember that a 
feast of good things await you in 
the study of God’s Word. 

If many seem blessed by this Bi- 
ble study we will give more Bible 
teaching in the columns of this 
paper.

“I will change the date for my 
Bible Ochool. I do not want it to 
be in conflict or in competition 
with yours. As you know, I wrote 
you more than a month before urg- 
ing you to let me know your plans 
about the Bible School, so that I 
could defer to your wishes and 
make my own plans subject to your 
plans. I wrote Miss Kate also, urg- 
ing her to let me know as soon as 

ble what were the plans for 
Bible School. I heard from 
neither of you. I saw Miss Jane 


and asked her to find out your 


plans and let me know. After some 
weeks’ delay, and having no word 
from you, I set the date November 
3rd to 10th for my Bible School in 
Dallas, in order to secure positively 
agreement with the speakers who 
will teach in my Bible School. The 
Bible Schools in Fort Worth have 
been a great blessing and have 
done much good. I would not will- 
ingly interfere with them and that 
is why I was so particular in try- 
ns to hear from you about your 
oe before I set the dates for the 
as Bible School. Now that you 
have selected the same time for 
your Bible School I will change my 
plans rather than be in conflict. 


“It would not be wise to try to 
have the two Bible Schools at the 
same time for several reasons, and 
I do not know of any advantage at 
all it would be to me and my 
church. We can get my own people 
and Dallas friends just as well at 
any other time, and we can get 

reachers from Texas and neigh- 
states a good deal better at 

other times when we are not in 
competition with your Bible School. 


“Again, I have already spoken 
for a group of teachers who will 
help me, and who are of the very 
highest type, I should greatly enjoy 
having Dr. Ketcham, and would 
have written him but for the prob- 
able expense of bringing him so 
far. But I am particularly fortu- 
nate in having available many good 


Bible teachers in Dallas and Sam 
Morris, W. E. Hawkins, Jr., E. L- 
Banta from Petersburg, Illinois, are 
absolutely of the finest type. I am 
sure i can have just as good a pro- 
gram at any other time as I could 
have during your Bible School. 


“Concerning your Bible School, I 
am profoundly impressed with the 


great good it has done, and I hope 
‘| it will continue to do great good. 


It has been a joy to be present in 
every Bible School and donate my 
time freely, paying all my own ex- 
penses, to help teach the Word of 
God. I have thanked God for the 
privilege, and the service I so gilad- 
ly gave has been wonderfully re- 
paid by the Lord. If there is any 
way I can help in your coming 
Bible School, I will gladly do it, 
provided I can do so conscientious- 
ly and in a way that will glorify 
God. 

“However, as you know, I have 
been grieved and embarrassed by 
the type of men and the type of 
teaching you have sometimes al- 
lowed in your Bible School. The 
date setting and the British Israel 
folly of one, the denominationalism 
and traditionalism of others who 
opposed the Bible teaching about 
the church, the body of Christ, 
about praying for the sick, and 
about Holy Spirit power and the 
Spirit filled life, have grieved me 
and many others. I have frankly 
said so from time to time, while 
I did my best to make the school 
a blessing and have boosted it in 
every way possible. 


“Dr. Ben M. Bogard announces 
in the Baptist and Commoner that 
you have invited him to speak in 
your Bible School this fall. You 
have boosted him in the Funda- 
mentalist, endorsed his Bible 
School, advertised his debate which 
denies there is any such thing as 
direct Holy Spirit leading. You had 
him speak at Memphis, despite his 
Campbellite position on the Holy 
Spirit, his endorsement of J. M. 
Dawson’s modernism, and his other 
heresies. 

“If such men are to be on the 
program of your Bible School this 
fall, I cannot conscientiously be on 
the same program nor endorse such 
a fellowship. For that same reason 
I declined your invitation to go 
to Memphis. As much as I love the 
Bible School at Fort Worth and 
you and your great church, I can- 
not conscientiously join in with 
those of questionable character, 
and unquestioned heresy on major 
Bible doctrines. 

“I know that you will take the 
course that seems wise and good 
to you, and I shall wish you well 
whether I can codperate in that 
course or not. May you have a 
great Bible School at Fort Worth. 
I believe you will have. I trust the 
dear Lord will likewise give us a 
great Bible School in Dallas. I do 
not know exactly what my plans
